years of sensational international competition, the 

Holstein show at the Royal Winter Fair this year 
measured up well as to quality tops in nearly all of the 
classes. There were 158 Holsteins actually shown in 
the open competition from five provinces of Canada 
and one herd from Pennsylvania and the money ran 
down far enough so that only 14 animals failed to win 
a share of the money in the individual classes. The 
bull classes especially ran rather light but we have 
seldom if ever seen a Holstein show that had more good 
uddered cows than were found at this one. 

P. H. Moore of Colony Farm, Essondale, B. C., of- 
ficiated as judge with V. S. Culver of Baker Farm, 
Exeter, N. H., as consultant, both master breeders and 
experienced judges, and they worked together with re- 
markable harmony and unanimity of opinion, doing a 
thorough, efficient and highly satisfactory job of judg- 
ing. 

The Rag Apples were the sensation of the show, 
with Montvic Rag Apple Bonheur, last year’s All-Ameri- 
can four-year-old, repeating as grand champion and a 
three-year-old double granddaughter of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst, also from Mount Victoria, taking reserve 
senior and reserve grand. 


Jack Fraser, making a remarkable showing for a 
small farmer-breeder, had both junior and reserve jun- 
ior champion females and also junior champion bull that 
went through to reserve grand. Watson Bros.’ four- 
year-old bull, College View Sir Francy Phillip, was grand 
champion bull. 

Nine different exhibitors shared in the first prize 
awards, Mount Victoria leading with seven besides two 
seconds and four thirds.

Blue Ribbon Sale Averages $303.50—$1,100 Mark Twice Reached 


tional Blue Ribbon Sale at Waukesha, Wis., Nov. 11, 

was an outstanding success, 55 head selling for $16,- 
695—or a grand average of $303.50. This is the highest avy- 
eraging sale of the year to date and also brought out the 
highest individual price on both bulls and cows—$1,100 
each. Of the 55 head sold this day, 35 crossed the $200 
mark, with 19 above the $300 level. Among the featured 
offerings probably the keenest public interest centered in 
the National and Waterloo grand champion, Dewdrop 
Pabst Keyes Meg Posch, consigned by Pabst Farms, Ocon- 
omowoc, Wis. This daughter of the Pabst herd sire, Mont- 
vic Pabst Rag Apple, was regarded as one of the most 
sensational two-year-old show animals of the breed in its 
entire history. She was greeted with a round of applause 
when she entered the ring and Glen Mack started calling 
for bids. Someone started her at $200, which was quickly 
raised by $100 jumps with bidders all over the house. 
Paul Misner, Austin Backus, Dr. Edyth Swarthout and W. 
H. Swartz & Son were all shooting rapidly above the $500 
mark, with the Swartz bid of $1,100 as the final, quite a 
bit less than had been expected. We understand owner- 
ship is by a syndicate of Wisconsin breeders who were 
prepared to go much farther, if necessary. This is not the 
first experience of Mr. Swartz in owning a National Grand 
Champion, he having been interested in Sir Fobes Ormsby 
Hengerveld when he won his first National championship 
back in 1926. 


Equalling this top figure was the flashy eleven months 
old calf, Man-O-War Repeater, consigned by Wm. Schmidt’s 
Sons, St. Peter, Minn. Competition was keen all the way 
up, Waukesha County Asylum and Joseph Schmit of Ohio 
finally being shaken off when John G. Ellis, Highfield 
Farm, Lee, Mass., offered $1,100 for this son of Man-O-War 
Return from the highest two-year-old record daughter of 
Man-O-War. The dam, Empire Ormsby Josephine, has a 
record of 874.8 lbs. fat at 21%4 years, and is regarded as a 
great prospect for a high record at maturity this coming 
year. 

Third animal reaching four figures was the six-year-old 
cow, Carnation Josephine Betty, with a four-year-old rec- 
ord of 884 lbs. fat and carrying a 4% average throughout 
her series of records. A daughter of North Star Joe Home- 
stead from a daughter of Sir Ollie Mooie Watson, she rep- 
resented great breeding value and was purchased as a 
foundation cow at $1,000, by P. F. Friedel, Viola, Delaware. 

Waukesha County Asylum, Waukesha, Wis., secured an 
excellent young son of Sir Inka May from the Carnation 
consignment at $825. This 10-months-old calf represented 
a very popular combination, the dam being a 944-lb. fat 
daughter of Matador Segis Ormsby, she being a three- 
fourths sister to the famous U. S. Champion, Carnation 
Ormsby Nellie (1,328 lbs. fat). South Carolina State Hos- 
pital was the runner-up.

calf consigned by Maytag Dairy Farms, Newton, Iowa. 
This youngster, a son of Man-O-War 62d, was from the 
grand old 1,000-lb. fat matron, Cornflower Ormsby Star, 
and was taken at $600 by Jos. H. Schmit, Cleveland, Ohio. 


The attendance this day filled the spacious Waukesha 
pavilion almost to capacity. J. E. Mack and Walter 
Andrews as auctioneers, were in excellent form and kept 
the large crowd in good humor and shapp:; bidding form. 
Arthur Bennett assisted in the ring, with \V. L. Baird as 
Master of Ceremonies. Harvey Swartz and Mike Stewart 
did effective work displaying the animals in the ring. The 
attractive catalogs were a National Pedigree Company 
product. 

Following is the statistical analysis of the sale, by 
ages, records, etc. 

The Blue Ribbon offering consisted of 26 females in 
milk, these making the fine average of $315.19 with a price 
range of $1,100 down to $150. Of these, eight with A. R. 
records averaged $338.12, ranging from $1,000 to $155; one 
with a H. I. R. record bringing $230; five others with C. 
T. A. records averaged $234, ranging from $250 to $200 
each; six untested themselves but from A. R. record dams 
averaged $455.83, including the top cow at $1,100 and 
ranging down to $265; two C. T. A. record dams averaged 
$257.50 and four untested and from untested dams aver- 
aged $210, selling from $305 to $175. There were a total 
of seventeen heifers not yet in milk, including eleven bred 
heifers which averaged $237.27, selling from $425 to $150, 
four unbred heifers which averaged $195, ranging from 
$300 to $170, and two heifer calves that averaged $97.50. 
From a record-backing standpoint, these 17 heifers in- 
cluded nine from A. R. record dams and averaged $242.22, 
bringing from $425 to $150 each, three from C. T. A. dams 
at an average of $198.33 ($225 to $175) and five from un- 
tested dams which averaged $162 ($300 to $75). The 

. twelve bulls made the splendid average of $409.58 and 
ranged from $1,100 to $135. All but one were from A. R. 
dams, the exception being one from a dam not yet tested 
at $310. 

Second and Third Days 

Following the Blue Ribbon event on Monday, two addi- 
tional days of selling took place, Tuesday at Waukesha, 
Wednesday at Watertown. The offerings these two days 
were more commercial in their general average, but with 
plenty of good ones held back for these days to maintain 
the interest of the crowd right through to the end. Many 
young bulls were included—34 at Waukesha and 24 at 
Watertown. Quite a few of them were not yet of service- 
able age and sold well below the average of the sale. 
The Waukesha day made a general average of $150 for 93 
head; the Watertown day, $136 for 103 head—the 195 head 
totalling $27,945 for a combined average of $143.31. The 
whole three days combined gave a total of $44,280 for 249 
head, or an average of $177.83.

“Dad”—Leading Sire in Class C 


EMIMA Riverside Boast Ormsby 
J Dad 406093 (Dad, to you) is mak- 

ing history these days at Win- 
terthur Farms, Winterthur,  Del., 
where his entire life of service was 
spent until his death a few years ago. 
During this past summer, three of his 
daughters have finished records above 
900 lbs. fat in Class C, and a fourth 
has well over 800 lbs. fat, all of these 
records being made on strictly twice- 
a-day milking for the entire year. His 


sister, Winterthur Boast Ormsby 
Ganne, is still American Champion 
_two-timer with 1,004.2 lbs. fat, but 


daughters of Dad rank second and 
third in the mature class as well as 
first and second in the senior four- 
year-old class and first in the senior 
three-year-old class. No other bull of 
any breed in any country in the world, 
so far as I can determine, has ever 
approached this showing on two-time 
milking. 

Some fifteen or more years ago, the 
Houck family of Llenroc Holstein 
Farms, Chippewa, Ont., were astonish- 
ing the world with the great records 
they were turning out on old Jemima 
Johanna of Riverside and her daugh- 
ters, granddaughters and other near 
relatives. The Winterthur people, 
specializing in the blood of Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2d and Sir Pieter- 
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tje Ormsby Mercedes, were develop- 
ing their future herd sires by intense 
inbreeding along these lines but were 
constantly on the lookout for just the 
right outcrosses to introduce into 
these lines. The Jemima Family 
caught their attention at just about 
the time that the Houcks were look- 
ing for a sire to outcross on the 
Jemimas. 


Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast was 
at that time a young bull, unproven of 
course, but representing an intense 
combination of the Winterthur blood 
lines—a son of Bess Johanna Ormsby 
by her full brother, King of the 
Ormsbys. An arrangement was made 
whereby the Houcks leased Boast for 
a short period, a part of the contract 
being that Winterthur could select 
from the Llenroc herd two sons of 
from Jemima dams for future service 
in their herd. Boast accordingly went 
to Canada where he sired such out- 
standing animals as Minerva Beets 
Posch Burke, famous Elmwood ma- 
tron, King Bess Burke De Kol, who 
later became a great proven sire in 
New England, and the two bulls that 
came back to Winterthur, where they 
were named Jemima Riverside Boast 
Ormsby Dad and Jemima Riverside 
Boast Ormsby Dagan. The former was 
out of Llenroc Johanna Rue Alice,

with a record of 944 lbs. fat, made 
with 4.1% test. Of all the Lienroc 
cows, she was the favorite of the late 
Mr. W. C. Houck. Her dam was a 
three-fourths sister to “Old Jemima” 
herself and her sire was Riverside Sir 
Aaggie De Kol, who also sired many 
of the best daughters of “Old Je 
mima.” Dagan was out of the “Dark 
Twin” daughter of Jemima Johanna 
of Riverside—a cow with a_ long 
string of large records up to 935 Ibs. 
fat from 29,018 lbs. milk. The Houcks 
always considered her the best daugh- 
ter of her famous dam. 

Dagan proved to be a good useful 
sire, but Dad was the real star of the 
two. He was mated extensively with 
daughters of his own sire, Winterthur 
Bess Ormsby Boast; with daughters 
of his grandsire, King of the Orms- 
bys; with daughters of Winterthur 
Bess Burke Best, who was a son of 
King of the Ormsbys and Spring 
Brook Bess Burke 2d; with daughters 
of Winterthur Bess Ormsby Great, a 
younger full brother to Boast; and 
with other great Winterthur females, 
with results as mentioned in the first 
paragraph of this story. 

When the Winterthur herd was 
classified some years ago, Dad was 
wated a Gold Medal Preferred Sire, 
as was his sire, Boast, and his grand- 
sire, King of the Ormsbys, completing 
the only three-generation group of 
Gold Medal Sires. In securing this 
Gold Medal rating, type of the daugh- 
ters is taken into consideration as 
well as their production, which indi- 
cates that Dad is doing a good job as 
a sire of type. The Winterthur people 
hire themselves done very little 
Suvw.ng, but one of his daughters was 
sold in dam to Dunloggin, where she 
made a remarkable show record. She 
is Dunloggin Gloria, who will be re- 
membered as Reserve All-American 
three-year-old in 1933 and who has 
just completed one of the greatest 
Class B records ever turned out at 
Dunloggin. She is out of a daughter 
of King of the Ormsbys. 

The highest record Class C daugh- 
ter of Dad is Winterthur Dad Boast 
Ormsby Listiana, who recently 
finished with 939.9 Ibs. fat from 20, 
670.5 Ibs. milk, average test 4.5%. 
This is the largest record ever com 
pleted in North America on two-time 
milking by a heifer under full 2&6, 
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WINTERTHUR DAD ORMSBY SEGIS FAYLO 
Class C record, 911.9 lbs. fat, the second highest mature cow in 
the U. S. A., beaten only by Winterthur Boast Ormsby Ganne. 
A Dad daughter. 


beating out the Canadian champion, 
Pietje Colantha Dewdrop, who has 912 
lbs. fat. To show that her unusually 
high test of 4.5% is not abnormal for 
her, we might mention that when 
tested as a junior two-year-old she 
tested 4.5% for the year and as a sen- 
ior three-year-old 4.4% for the year, 
and she appears to be building up one 
of the greatest high test life-time 
records ever reported for this breed. 
As her name indicates, her dam is a 
daughter of Boast. 

The second highest record daugh- 
ter of Dad is from a daughter of King 
of the Ormsbys. She is Winterthur 
Dad Ormsby Segis Faylo, with 911.9 
lbs. fat from 23,419.2 lbs. milk, 3.9%, 
at 8 years old, this being the second 
highest mature Class C record in the 
United States, first, of course, being 
the Ganne cow at Winterthur, daugh- 
ter of Boast and hence a sister to 
Dad. 

Dad’s third highest daughter in 
Class C is Winterthur Dad B M K 
Kirl, with 907 lbs. fat from 21,915.6, 
41% at 5 years old. She is out of 
Bess Mercedes Korndyke, famous ma- 
ternal granddaughter of Spring Brook 
Bess Burke 2d. This Kirl cow is 
further famous as the world cham- 
pion, or at least North American 


champion, senior three-year-old on 
two-time work with 782.8 lbs. fat in 
Class C. 


Then comes another senior four- 
year-old, Winterthur Dad Buccaneer 
Kirene, with 848 Ibs. fat in Class C, 
second in the United States for this 
age and classification only to her sis- 


ter mentioned above. Her dam is 
sired by one of the other sons of King 
of the Ormsbys. 

A few vears ago, before Winterthur 
adopted their present policy of test- 
Ing entirely in Classification C, quite 
a number of Dad daughters were run 
on Class A test and they made a total 
of twenty Class A records for periods 


greater than 305 days, the entire list 
of twenty records averaging 687.4 Ibs. 
fat from 18,514.9 Ibs. milk, average 
lest 3.8%, at an average age of 3 
years, 3 months, only two of the 
twenty records being in mature form 
and twelve of them as two-year-olds 
or younger. Five of them were made 
with 4% test or better and six others 
»8 and 3.9%. This is, of course, an 
excellent showing, but his real breed- 
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ing power was not fully disclosed un- 
til more of his daughters came to ma- 
turity, when they began turning out 
the great Class C records we have 
mentioned. 

In 1934, Dad was computed to be 
the leading Honor List Sire, based on 
the point winnings of his daughters 
with records on the National Associa- 
tion Honor List for the year. The 
same year, Dad and his sire, Boast, 
made up the leading combination of 
sire and son, with Dad and one of his 
own sons standing second. Dad was 
also the third member of both the 
leading three-generation and four-gen- 
eration groups of Honor List Sires for 
the year. 

Dad was also the leading Honor List 
Sire for 1933 and that year too he 
teamed up with his sire to form the 
leading sire-son pair and appeared in 
the leading three-generation group. 

In the last nine years, or since the 
oldest of the Dad daughters com- 
pleted their first A. R. records, we 
find that the daughters of Dad have 
won a total of 1,179 Honor List 
Points, which we believe is more than 
have been won by the daughters of 
any other sire in the same period. His

sire, Boast, is not far behind with a 
total of 1,040 points and the grand 
sire, King of the Ormsbys, has 898 
points to his credit, giving the three a 
grand total of 3,117 points, which we 
believe is not equalled by any other 
three sires of the breed. 

Several sons of Dad are making 
good in leading herd. Dad Boast Best 
Segis Kimpre went to Southwestern 
New York where he has become a 
great proven sire in the herds of G. 
S. Cowles & Son, Benj. Pringle and 
others. Another, Winterthur Dad 
Ormsby Kristiana, went to Highfield 
Farm, Lee, Mass., where he has been 
making a fine showing. Perhaps his 


‘most promising son is Winterthur 


Dad Boast Ormsby Kann, out of the 
1,000-lb. fat Class C producer, Winter- 
thur Boast Ormsby Ganne, who was 
retained by Winterthur Farms to 
carry on the Dad blood in their herd. 
It is interesting to note that the dam 
of this bull and three of his sisters 
are the four largest Class C record 
cows in the United States. 

Quite a number of Dad daughters 
and granddaughters are on test in the 
Winterthur herd right now and are 
making many more splendid records.

Canadian Trade Agreement 


LIVE topic of discussion during the past ten days 
A has been the new trade agreement with Canada an- 

nounced by President Roosevelt and. Premier King, 
on November 18. We have had unusual opportunity to get 
the reactions from several divergent angles during the 
past week from attendance at a meeting of the New York 
Advisory Milk Committee on November 19, and the bal- 
ance of the week at the Royal Winter Fair in Canada. 

U. S. dairy leaders are frankly fearful of the effect on 
markets here through the reduction in the tariff on Can- 
adian cream from $5.66 a can to $3.50 under the new 
schedule, making the new rate equivalent to only nine 
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cents a pound on butterfat, comparing with the 14-cent 
general tariff on butter. While the quota is limited to 
150,000 cans a year, they point to the disastrous effect on 
our butter market last spring when the U. S. market was 
high enough in comparison with world prices to attract 
a few shipments of New Zealand butter. The lumber in- 
dustry is also greatly alarmed over reduction in their 
schedules. U. S. manufacturing interests are pleased with 
the reductions in their lines, for entrance into Canada, 
and the vegetable and fruit interests, likewise. 

In Canada, the impression seems general that the 
United States got a little better of the trade. Their manu- 
facturing lines are protesting. Dairymen are hoping for 
some benefit, but do not look for any revolutionary changes 
in their situation as a result because of their own strength- 
ening markets at home. They do not anticipate any great 
increase in exportation of dairy cattle because of the fact 
that pure bred cattle have been on the free-list for years, 
and they have no great numbers of available grade dairy 
cattle that meet the blood test requirements of many of 
the states. Canadian policy requires a herd to contain at 
least one-third, or a minimum of ten, pure bred animals 
before they will be tested for T. B. accreditation. Grade 
dairy cows will be subject to a duty of one and a half 
cents a pound (reduced from three cents) and a yearly 
quota of 20,000 head at this rate is imposed. 

Politics are never absent in public,discussions of tariff 
matters, and the political angle undoubtedly colors much 
of the general comment in newspapers on both sides of 
the line. Any industry which has been favored is bound 
to protest against changes not so favorable, even though 
the net effect may be small. 

Our conclusion is that the new agreement should 
bring some trade benefits to both countries; that its bad 
effects will probably be smaller than those directly inter- 
ested seem to fear, and that such bad effects will tend to 
be minimized and balanced by greater activity and con- 
sumption in lines directly favored. 


Better Dairy Markets 


AST week, the New York State Milk Control Board, 
L after a hearing on the subject, raised the price of 

milk, going into cream by 25 cents a hundred in the 
Metropolitan market and upstate by five cents a hundred, 
bringing them both to the same level at $1.80 a hundred 
for milk testing 3.5% in the base zone. It developed from 
briefs filed by the leading distributors and dairy organiza- 
tions that not since 1928 has their been such an acute 
shortage of milk and cream in the New York market. 

Consumption is improving, while production per cow 
as well as the number of cows is at a reduced level, due 
to a variety of circumstances and causes. These include 
reduction in numbers through disease eradication pro- 
grams (as well as the drought of last year); reduced grain 
feeding on account of the high grain prices earlier in the 
season, along with low prices for milk during the summer 
months. Fall freshening of dairy herds seems also to av- 
erage about a month later than usual, and the warm 
weather of the fall has resulted in cows being kept out 
at pasture on reduced barn feeding, later than usual. 

Prices of manufactured dairy products are at a much 
better level, with the heavy butter storage situation rapid- 
ly improving, as well as the surplus stocks of evaporated 
milk. 

The shortage of milk is by no means confined to the 
New York State market, but the conditions described are 
practically nationwide, and apply generally, we are In 
formed, to most dairy situations in foreign lands. ; 

We look for materially better levels of milk prices dur- 
ing coming months and still further advancement in prices 
of good dairy cows. This situation has been reflected un- 
mistakably in Holstein sale prices for several months past. 
Holstein breeders who have taken advantage of the situa- 
tion during these past few years to adjust their herds t? 
levels of higher quality in type and production, who have 
clean herds on T. B. and blood tests, and who now have 
.surplus animals to spare, are sitting pretty in the present 
market situation. 


Dairy Show Futurity 


N another page appears an announcement _ 
O Lloyd Burlingham, Secretary of the National a 
Show, regarding plans for a new Futurity. Bree 


ers will read it with much interest. . he 
It should be stated that the old Futurity which 
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National Dairy Association operated for a number of 
years has been entirely liquidated, and the fees still on 
hand have been returned to the breeders who had paid 
them in. 

The new Futurity is limited entirely to females, and 
awards are to be based on judgments on individuality 
at the National Dairy Show, eligibility including the 
completion of an Advanced Registry or Register of Merit 
test. The size of the record apparently does not figure 
in the award. Five dollars is to be paid as a nomination 
fee at birth. Additional fees of $5.00 are paid on Janu- 
ary 1 of each year to maintain eligibility (a total of 
$20 in preliminary fees) and $25 additional when en- 
tered for competition. 

The plan of the Futurity Committee is to start this 
first Futurity at the National in 1937, wtih heifers born 
after January 1, 1934, and in order to get started is 
asking for payment of the first three fees by January 
1, 1936, or a total of $15 per entry. Another $5 fee 
would be due January 1, 1937 and an additional $25 
for each eligible animal at the time of the 1937 show. 

The idea is an interesting one and would be of 
great value in many ways if wide participation could 
be secured. 


Labor Opposes Butter Substitutes 


T its annual convention last month, the American 
A Federation of Labor adopted a resolution pledging 

the support of organized labor to the dairy farm- 
ers of the United States in securing legislation which 
will provide protection against substitutes for dairy 
products and insuring that such substitutes pay their 
proportionate share of local, state and federal tax bur- 
dens. 

The preamble to the resolution cites the importance 
of using high class, health-giving foods, and the dangers 
to health of children from lack of Vitamin A in the 
diet, and the necessity of cooperation between organized 
workers and producers of dairy products in protecting 
themselves and their families against the destructive 
competition of synthetic substitutes. 

This is a fine gesture and we are pleased to have so 
large a body of the consuming public recognize in this 
way the superior value of our products, but it is one 
that we cannot become enthusiastic about, in spite of 
Labor’s undoubted power in legislative halls. There is 
too little in common between Agriculture and organ- 
ized labor to put them ever on a very close cooperating 
basis. If Agriculture adopted the methods and princi- 
ples of organized labor, this country would quickly face 
starvation because of the prohibitive cost of everything 
we eat which would result. The big push of Labor now 
is for the 30-hour week. This may make for ‘the 
more abundant life’ but it would result in such great 
increase in costs of production that the burden would 
be crushing and intolerable on every one who buys any- 
thing. 

Organized labor has done much to bring about im- 
provement in working conditions, but its policies of 
shorter and shorter hours of work and higher and 
higher wages have not been an unmixed blessing even 
for the men it has aimed to benefit. Costs of produc- 
tion in many lines, such as building construction, have 
been forced to such a high level that the amount of 
work has been seriously curtailed and recovery seriously 
retarded as a result. City milk distribution, excessive 
costs of which reflect rather directly in producers’ re- 
turns, is directly affected by Union demands which give 
a milk wagon driver a higher income than the man who 
produces the milk he delivers. 

The policies of Labor are so foreign to the interests 
of Agriculture in general and dairy farming in particular 
that it seems difficult to comprehend how a gesture in 
regard to butter substitutes can ever lead the way to- 
Ward any degree of cooperation between them.

In addition to the statistical material they present a 
number of well written articles covering the various points 
of superiority for the breed, including its unequalled pro- 
duction, with accompanying economy, the special values of 
its milk for human consumption, cheese-making and in pig 
rearing; the importance of the breed in grading up farm 
herds, and its general utility as the best cow for the dairy 
farmer. Information is also presented on the work of the 
New Zealand Friesian Association. H. E. Johnson, Hawera, 
is president of the association; J. P. Kalaugher, 4 Albert 
St., Auckland, N. Z., is secretary.

REGARDING BULL INDEXES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World, 

I noted the cover of the April 20th issue of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian World with pleasure, as I had long been 
wanted to see a picture of Triune Alexina Ormsby 514787. 

In writing up the cover you say “Figuring the Mount 
Hope Index in the usual way”... Do you mean the Mount 
Hope Index or do you mean the equal-parent index, often 
called the Yapp-Hansson Index, due to Professor Yapp of 
the University of Illinois and to Professor Hansson of the 
University of Oslo? These men should have the credit for 
their ideas. The equal-parent index is now officially 
adopted by the Holstein-Friesian Association and it is time 
to drop the name “Mount Hope” in connection with this 
index. The “Precise Form” of the Mount Hope Index is 
based on an unsound principle which cannot be justified, 
and as the “Commercial Form” is an approximation to the 
“Precise Form” which is itself fundamentally inaccurate, 
the whole Mount Hope system should be discarded, and 
the use of the equal-parent index continued. The fact that 
the “Commercial Form” of the Mount Hope Index takes the 
form of the equal-parent index does not justify the con- 
tinued use of the name “Mount Hope” in this connection. 

In speaking of the index of Triune Alexina Ormsby 
514787, when you say “.. so far as we can discover .. ”, 
do you realize that most breeders who read the World will 
take this for an official statement of the Association to the 
effect that Triune Alexina Ormsby is the best bull of the 
breed? It would be well to avoid possibilities of such mis- 
understanding. 

In aswer to your request of your readers, I offer you 
the two bulls named below with their indexes (equal-

You may feel that the index of H. M. P. O. is based 
on so small a number of daughter-dam comparisons as to 
be unreliable, but it may be shown that there are over 87 
chances out of 100 that he is better than the index of 
Triune Alexina Ormsby. This is very nearly as large as 
the usual criterion of ‘certainty’ of 95 chances in 100. Also 
his remaining 10 daughters, from untested dams, average 
only 16 pounds butterfat per year less than the 5 from 
tested dams. 


Also in this same issue, you have an article entitled “In 
Stanislaus County, California” which mentions Hazel- 
wood Mercedes Posch Ormsby as one of the Mr. J. A. Pe- 
landa’s early herd sires, and credits him with 13 daughters 
averaging 531.5 pounds butterfat per year. I believe you 
will find he should be credited with 15 daughters averag- 
ing 517.1 pounds butterfat. 

As you may see, I have at heart the interests of the 


breed and that accuracy of records and reports which 
favors these interests.

Editor’s Note: The foregoing scholarly letter from Mr. Luer 
will be read with interest at this time. May we say that the 
World intended to give no wrong impression regarding the bull, 
Triune Alexina Ormsby. Index figured on A. R. records are 
not officially computed by the Association, which by resolution 
at the Baltimore Convention decided to limit such official com- 
putations to Herd Improvement Registry records. In suggesting 
that Triune Alexina Ormsby might be the highest Index sire 
of the breed, we intended to embrace only Living Sires. It 
develops, however, as further figures are available, that this 
is not quite the case, though no sire to our knowledge now 
living has as high an index based upon so large a number of 
dam-daughter comparisons. We are coming more and more to 
the conc usion that the Index idea is of greater significance in 
indicating trends of the daughters upwards or downwards from 
their dams than in the setting up of a definite figure as the 
transmitting level of the sire. 





UNFAIR DISCRIMINATION 

Can Holsteins hold their own with the other breeds 
under present handicaps in force for payment and mar- 
keting milk. The answer is NO. 

In a nearby receiving milk plant, conducted on a co- 
operative plan, the Holstein milk is paid for on a 3% 
butterfat basis, with a 4¢ differential for each one-tenth 
point of butterfat, above and below the 3.5% standard. 
To this is added, to all patrons, a 15c plant differencial. 

At the same plant, milk from ‘red,’ or ‘red and 
white” cows, testing 4% or better, is classified as Grade 
A, without other requirements than those generally en- 
forced, except that the milk when received at the plant 
must test 4%. The herds, however, are inspected for 
the purpose of seeing that the general requirements 
necessary to be complied with by black and white cows 
as well, is enforced. No other requirement for the red 
and white Grade A herd is required, except the added 
requirement that the cows of the herd must all be red, 
or red and white. It is not required that the cows of 
the herd be of any particular breed other than Holsteins, 
and there are, of course, no pure bred requirements; 
and the red and white cows can include grade Holsteins 
if they are red and white, and not black and white in 
color. Thereby it is assumed that enough Guernseys, 
Jerseys and Ayrshires are included so that the milk may 
have a “rich yellow color.” 

For this milk, testing 4% or better, coming from 
such red cows, producers receive all that producers of 
milk coming from black and white cows receive. But in 
addition they receive for the yellow milk from the red 
and write cows, an added 15c per 100 lbs. differential, 
plus a so-called Grade A premium, averaging seldom as 
low as 25c a hundred, but generally, at present, around 
60c to 70c per hundred pounds. 


Thus, for 4% milk, we will say on a basis of $1.50 
for 3.5 milk, black and white producers receive $1.50, 
to which is added 5c a point for five and one-tenth addi- 
tional points over 3.5, or 20c, making a total of $1.70. 
While the red and white producers delivering milk like- 
wise testing 4% (produced under identically same con- 
ditions as by black and white) receive in addition 15c¢ 
a hundred, plus about 60c, as I am creditably informed, 
or 75¢c additional, making that milk $2.45. 


The result being that the black and white producer 
receives only about 7/10% as much as the red and 
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white producer, the red and white profiting 3/10% more 
than the black and white on the total payment for milk. 

But, for the five points fat over 3.5% (and as now 
this can be attained on the premises by standardization) 
how much more does the red and white receive than 
the black and whites. Both get 4c on five points or 20¢. 
But in addition the red and white gets the 15c additiona] 
differential and 60c premium, or a total of 95c against 
the black and white 20c. So for this extra five points, 
the black and white get about 1/5 as much as the red 
and white, while the red and white get 4/5 (four times) 
more than the black and white. 

If these facts are true and deductions not erroneous, 
boiled down it spells this: A producer with 3.5% milk 
can syphon out enough skimmilk to raise the test to 
4% and get 75c a hundred more for it if the cows are 
red and white than if the cows were handsomely marked 
Holsteins. This seems to be all there is involved, ex- 
cept the matter of the “‘rich yellow color” of the milk. 

Worse: A producer had a mixed grade herd and in 
practice carried a Guernsey bull. He switched to a 
purebred Holstein bull and followed along with an- 
other, and had some high grade Holstein stock that he 
had raised and wanted to keep. But, no, the red and 
white premium was at stake. So, he has traded all his 
black and whites out for red and whites. His neighbors 
are doing the same, and the plant wants more such milk 
at the premium price. 

It is not pleasing to exploit such facts. But figure it 
out for yourself. The answer is as simple as it is ob- 
vious, and as Holstein breeders what, if anything, are 
we going to do about it.

accounted for upsets. 

In closing, I wish to reiterate the old admonition 
which I have passed on to you in times past: ‘‘Prove all 
things. Hold fast to that which is good.”

Delaware and California. Heaviest buyers were Wiscon- 
sin Board of Control, Madison, Wis., who selected twenty 
head for their different state institution herds; William R. 
Skidmore, McHenry, IIl., who took eighteen head, includ- 
ing several baby calves not catalogued; C. R. Langworthy, 
Adams, N. Y., who purchased fifteen head; Illinois Masonic 
Home, Sullivan, Ill., who selected ten head for their good 
herd; Baird Bros., of Waukesha, and E. J. Barstow of 
Randolph, Wis., who took seven head each; Dr. Edyth 
“C. Swarthout of West Salem, R. C. Stolper of Random 
Lake, Wis., taking six head each; C. M. Burlingame, Wil- 
mette, Ill., Jacob Emmons, Newton, N. J., and T. Courtney 
of DeKalb, Ill., who took five head each. Sargent Bros. 
of Strawberry Point, Iowa; Milwaukee County Institutions, 
Milwaukee, Wis.; Alfred FE. Meyer, Roselle, Ill., and Dr. O. 
R. Lillie, Milwaukee, Wis., each took four head. 


Analysis of the catalogs of the second and third days 
of this sale shows a total of 195 head selling for $27,945, 
or an average of $143.31.

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Ottawa Winter Fair

HE WINTER FAIR held here from Nov. 12 to 16, 

I went well over the top in all sections of the show 

and surpassed even the fondest expectations of the 
directors and management. 

For the past two years, this show has been a regional 
one and draws its support from Eastern Ontario as far 
west as Peterboro County as well as including several 
counties in the western portion of the Province of Quebec, 
and judging from the intense interest of the exhibitors 
and the number and quality of the exhibits, the fair board 
management were fortunate indeed to have made their 
show regional and we predict a bright future for this 
show as the residents of this area gradually develop show- 
mindedness and a decided friendly rivalry with their 
neighbors has sprung up and is bound to reflect an in- 
fluence for the breeding of better live stock in this area. 

The directorate of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Canada increased the Association grant from 10% as given 
a year ago to 40% this year and we were pleased indeed 
to hear some of the powers that be express their convic- 
tion that a grant of 40% was inadequate for a show of 
this calibre. 

The breeders were pleased indeed to have their field 
secretary, Bob Holtby, on hand throughout, and on Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, Secretary George M. Clemons from 
the head office was kept busy meeting old friends and 
making new ones amongst the Ottawa Valley breeders. 

Clarence L. Goodhue, of Raymondale, placed the awards 
and while he faced some awkward classes during the day, 
he gave very general satisfaction and we failed to hear 
any criticism of his placings. Judge Goodhue was loud in 
his praises of the Holstein show and expressed his regret 
that many of these animals would not be on hand at the 
Royal the following week. 

There were 115 head shown in the individual classess 
and in the calf club exhibit there were 30 head of yearling 
and calf heifers. 

Senior and reserve grand champion bull was Rag Apple 
Pabst Pietertje, owned by Melvin Dawley, while reserve 
senior and grand was Montvic Ormsby Rag Apple, the 
Ewart two-year-old bull. Incidentally, the former was sired 
by a brother of the latter, thus bringing added laurels to 
the sire and grandsire, Johanna Rag Apple Pabst. The 
junior champion male award was won by a senior calf 
owned by James Oshier, of Vernon, Ont., the reserve going 
to James G. Moir, of Smiths Falls, on his promising year- 
ling bull. 

The female senior and grand champion was won by 
Herbert Miller’s dry cow, Tayside Blossom Pontiac, who 
will be remembered by many as the sweet black cow 
standing next to Bonheur in that good line-up of four- 
year-olds at last year’s Royal. Reserve senior and grand 
honors were won by Fawcett’s dry cow, a champion at 
this show a few years ago. Junior champion female was 
Stewart Fisher’s senior yearling heifer, while a calf owned 
by Fawcett out of his reserve senior and grand cow, was 
placed in reserve.

I think one of the most sensible letters which I 
read on this Produce of Dam Class was written by Mrs. 
Addin P. Kaye of Walworth, Wis., in which she outlined 
how the famous Kayewood herd has been very largely 
built up from the progeny of one outstanding foundation 
cow, old ‘Queen Powers.’’ 

Following the thoughts outlined by Mrs. Kaye, I 
have checked over the results of the showing of the herd 
of the Arbu Farm and Kennels at the Michigan State 
Fair this year and find a rather amazing truth in Mrs. 
Kaye’s contention. 

The first prize Bull Calf and Junior Champion of the 
show, “Arbu King O’ War Gold,” has for his dam a 
granddaughter of ‘‘Mountain Ash Colantha Ormsby.”’ 
The first prize Senior Yearling Bull was from a daughter 
of ‘‘Mountain Ash.’’ The second prize Two Year Old 
Heifer was a granddaughter of ‘‘Mountain Ash.’’ The 
first prize Two Year Old was a daughter of ‘‘Colantha 
Mutual Fobes.’’ The second prize Produce of Dam was 
from a daughter of ‘‘Mountain Ash.’’ The sixth prize 
Junior Yearling Heifer, owned by a Calf Club boy, was 
sired by ‘‘Arbu Mountain Ash Lad,’’ a son of ‘‘Mountain 
Ash.” 

In. this case the above information seems to indicate 
a belated answer to the two questions promulgated some 
years ago by the World.

A BIT OF HISTORY 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

i beg to acknowledge with thanks the receipt of the 
‘autographed copy of Holstein-Friesian History. It is an 
admirable accumulation of valulable history of past and 
present events. You will permit me, to graciously call 
your attention to a slight chronological error appearing in 
‘Chapter i, entitled “The Holland Background” in which 
it is stated on page three, “So far as is known no red 
and white animals were ever imported to this country.” 
I may state that my father, the late General Hubert Dil- 
ger, an early importer of Holstein-Friesian cattle, also im- 
ported three red and white cows. In this shipment was 
included a ‘bull. but the bull was lost at sea and his object 
of establishing a herd was abandoned. In the June 1, 1922 
issue of the Register, I wrote an article about this impor- 
tation and in ali probability it is the only authentic record. 
However, I have seen it stated that Mr. Whiting imported 
a cow of this bred and was rejected by Mr. Chenery for 
registration in the herd book of that time. Mr. Steveris, 
‘Of Holstein-Friesian fame, was assigned the commission 
to inspect my father’s imported herd of black and whites, 
and Mr. Stevens was much impressed with the three red 
and white cows referred to elsewhere in this letter.

GREAT PRODUCERS IN OTHER COUNTRIES 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

As an interested reader of the World I have noted 
recently published lists of the 1,000-lb. fat producers 
and of the 1,200-lb. fat producers of the world and have 
caught a few errors. In the issue of July 27 you state 
that Brampton Basilua, the Canadian Jersey, became the 
first cow of any breed with two records above 1,200 Ibs. 
fat. That is not quite correct as Melba XV of Darb- 
alara, the Milking Shorthorn of Australia, completed 
two above 1,300 lbs. fat, one of 1,316 lbs. and the other 
of 1,614 lbs. fat. Her record is incorrectly given in 
your August 10 issue as 1,399 lbs. fat. It is also stated 
in the June 15 World that outside the Holstein breed, 
no cow has produced 30,000 lbs. milk. You overlooked 
Melba XV with her record of 32,522 lbs. milk. Your

President A. J. Glover 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
Dear Mr. Glover: 

I have in my herd a beautiful heifer, outstanding in 
most every respect that we look for in a fine pure bred 
Holstein animal. She was refused registration because 
on one foreleg the black touches the hoof. I have also 
in my herd another animal that in many essential points 
is far from being what we want in a pure bred Holstein, 
but she is accepted because her color markings are right. 

It seems to me it is time our breed dropped all color 
fads and adopted some real worthwhile form of ‘‘selec- 
tive registration.’’ It is my idea that a start might be 
made by having an inspector visit each herd entered in 
the Herd Test and classify each animal over two years 
of age without cost to the owner. 

Our present registry would thus be only a record 
of pure breeding and a separate Advance or Selective 
Registry could be set up for animals meeting certain 
minimum requirements in Herd Test and of a certain 
standard of excellence of individuality. 

Under this inspection, certain credits might be given 
for color markings that are pleasing to the eye. 

It seems to me that the cost of this inspection need 
not be great, as it would be possible for the inspector to 
visit all the herds in one locality at one time. 

I am asking the World to publish this letter in the 
hope that some worthwhile plan may be brought out.

Dorr McLaury has been telling me 
for some time that I ought to visit 
Marcy Klock of Port Plain, N. Y., and 
look over his herd. Recently, I had 
that pleasure, in Dorr’s company, and 
I saw something I don’t remember 
ever having seen before. In this herd 
of twenty-five milking cows are no 
less than eight cows today that have 
averaged to produce over 100 lbs. of 
milk in a day on three-time milking. 
The records were made in C. T. A. 
We are wondering if there is another 
herd anywhere, regardless of size, 
that can show an equal number of 
cows that have made an equal show- 
ing on three-time milking.

one out of the second daughter of Mc- 
Laury’s famous 980-lb. fat Nannette 
cow; another from a daughter of 
Emily Lyons, one of the best of the 
River Meadow foundation cows, etc. 

Marcy Klock is the third generation 
of his family on this farm—Orchard

HOLSTEIN HERDS IN IOWA COW 
TESTING ASSOCIATIONS 


During the past 556 Holstein herds 
were on test in Iowa cow testing as- 
sociations. In these herds there were 
4,145 pure bred and 8,182 grade cows. 
When the herds were classified ac- 
cording to the pure bred and grade 
cows in them, 111 were found to con- 
sist largely of pure bred cows; 97 
were part pure bred and part grades; 
and the other 348 herds were made 
up largely of grade cows. The aver- 
age production of all the cows was 
9273 pounds milk and 334 pounds 
butterfat. This is practically double 
the estimated average production of 
all milk cows in Iowa. 

Sixty-Nine Herds Average Over 400 
Pounds Fat, Eight Over 500 Pounds 


One reason for the high average 
production was the fact that 69 herds 
finished the year with butterfat aver- 
ages over 400 pounds, and 8 of these 
were above 500 pounds. The owners 
and the average production of the 500- 
pound herds follow:

This table shows that a much high- 
er per cent of the pure bred herds 
made 400-pound averages than of the 
grade herds. When a check was made, 
it was found that the cows in the 
pure bred herds produced on the ay- 
average 1,996 pounds milk and 63 
pounds butterfat more than the cows 
in the grade herds. 

Enviable records have been made 
by several of the high ranking herds. 
The average production of the herd 
owned by Joe Chezik, Jr., was the 
highest ever made in cow testing as- 
sociations in Jowa. The second high 
herd, owned by F. A. Chester & Sons, 
Plainfield, Iowa, has ranked among 
the 400-pound herds for seven con- 
secutive years. In this herd two sires 
have been proved and kept in serv- 
ice. Another herd which is not far 
down the list eac» year is that owned 
by L. C. Lenth, Elkader, Iowa. This 
herd has an eight-year average 
production of 22.80 cow years, 12,716

Production can be increased by the 
use of good Sires. The Herd of Pure 
Bred and Grade Holsteins owned by 
Missouri State Hospital No. 3 at Nev- 
ada, Missouri, and under the direct 
supervision of H. A. Hadley, has 
proved this point conclusively. 

During the five year period from 
1930 to 1934 inclusive the herd pro- 
duction has had an increase of 4,108 
pounds of milk and 66.7 pounds of but- 
terfat per cow for the testing year. 

The production story by years is as 
follows:

The above figures prove that the 
average production of the herd need 
not be sacrificed by increasing the 
number of heifers added to the herd. 
In fact, the production has increased 
in this case, because the two-year-old 
daughters were producing better than 
their dams, at the same time. In this 
herd the facilities permitted only about 
ninety cows so the older cows were 
eliminated as rapidly as the heifers 
could replace them.

dor Segis Ormsby No. 396511. Farm- 
ington Matador Mead has_ twelve 
daughters in the herd that have an 
average of 13,068 pounds of milk and 
439 pounds of butterfat at an average 
of 27 months. Two of these daughters 
produced over 500 pounds of butterfat. 
nine produced between 400 and 500 
pounds of butterfat, and the lowest 
produced 378.3 pounds of  butterfat. 
There are nine of these daughters 
that have dams with records. These 
nine dams averaged 12,038 pounds of 
milk and 403.0 pounds of butterfat at 
this bull did not actually show an in- 
crease as the other have, a comparison 
at the age of the dams and daughters 
an average age of 6 years. There- 
fore, these nine daughters produced 
1,334 pounds more milk and _ 37.4 
pounds more butterfat at 27 months of 
age than their dams produced at six 
years of age. 

The next herd sire that came into 
this herd to add to the production was 
Farmington Mercedes Segis 580123. 
His sire is a grandson of Judge Segis 
80912 and his dam is a granddaughter 
of King of the Ormsbys 178078. This 
gives him a pedigree that is full of 
high production and great breeding 
ability. 

Farmington Mercedes Segis has 
added 13 producing daughters to the 
herd with an average production of 
14,303 pounds of milk and 455.1 pounds 
of butterfat at 27 months of age. All 
of these daughters have dams with 
records. The thirteen dams have a 
production of 12,721 pounds of milk 
and 419.9 pounds of butterfat at an 
average age of 3 years, 6 months. The 
daughters produced 1,582 pounds of 
milk and 35.2 pounds of butterfat 
more than their dams at more than a 
year younger in age. 

Calloway Ormsby Pontiac 549895 
came into the herd at about the same 
time that Farmington Mercedes Segis 
was selected. He has 10 producing 
daughters that averaged 12,340 pounds 
of milk and 412.4 pounds of butterfat 
at an average age of 26 months. Nine 
of these daughters have tested dams 
whose average milk production is 
12.101 pounds of milk and whose aver- 
age butterfat production is 413.0 
peunds at an age of 5 years. Although 
and the high production of the dams 
give him a very creditable record, the 
two-year-old daughter producing prac- 
tically the same as their mature dams. 

This bull was disposed of before his 
daughters were in production because 
his line of breeding was not thought 
desirable in this herd.

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ontrolling Abortion 


The Bangs germ (Abortion) is too 
often thought to be the cause of every 
ailment in the cattle herd. There are 
no more retained placenta or udder 
troubles in the positive cows which 
have been handled by our Abortion 
Plan than in the negative cows. This 
has been based on hundreds of rotten 
herds that are producing calves 
annually, after everything else had 
failed. We have been unable to get 
some cows back into the negative 
class that have been re-infected too 
long. In our experimental herd we 
have five cows that show a slight re- 
action, but those cows had lost calves 
every year for several years. The 
rest of the herd is clean. Every cow 
in that herd has produced a full time 
calf for several years. The bull calves 
were destroyed but we not only raised 
the heifers from these cows but we 
purchased a large number of extra 
good registered dairy calves that 
were raised on raw milk from these 
cows. At the proper time these calves 
all showed a negative reaction and 
have remained negative. This shows 
the possibility of raising a clean nega- 
tive herd from a badly infected group 
of cows. All of these cows and heif- 
ers have mingled together the same 
as if they had all been negative. We 
have not separated them except some 
of them were sent to other negative 
herds on account of pasture. We have 
introduced negative cows and heifers 
both bred and open without any seri- 
ous trouble. 

A cow can be cleaned up at the 
right time so that she will do all the 
normal functions that would be ex- 
pected of a negative cow. This can 
only be done by one who is with these 
cows daily. It must be done our way. 
This individual must attend our 
school so as to know just how to use 
our plan. One mistake or neglect 
could cause trouble of a_ serious 
nature. This herd has been viewed 
by many. A challenge was issued 
through the breed papers offering any 
kind of an investigation by any quali- 
fied person. This work is given to 
the student for his use only. It is not 
taught elsewhere. We issue another 
challenge now for any interested 
party to visit any of our students and 
let them show a strong rugged calf 
with a clean tail from every cow 
annually. Trese men do not separate 
their herds, they do not kill a lot of 
good cows but they do grow a clean 
negative herd within a reasonable 
time with practically no loss. We 
are not asking breeders to accept our 
word for our statements but they can 
well afford to go and see our students 
who are actually doing the work. This 
is not a cure but a plan that really 
eliminates the abortion trouble unless 
strong germs enter the herd from a 


new source. This plan is just as 
necessary with a negative herd as the 
one where many calves are lost. This 
is one of the great scientific discover- 
ies, yet made plain enough for any 
average breeder to use. One or a few 
men might be mistaken, but when 
thousands of practical breeders can 
show you that it can be done, that 
should be good evidence. Strong 
germs sometimes travel in a mysteri- 
ous way. Our students are ready for 
any emergency. 


We teach the quick method Aggluti- 
nation Test that is as reliable for the 
Bangs test as can be made by any- 
body. The average breeder can learn 
to make this test at practically no ex- 
pense and know the exact condition 
of every animal. He can gradually 
work off the positive animals, if he 
desires. We do not separate cows at 
calving time or heat periods. Let the 
entire herd eat, sleep, graze and drink 
together. There is very little expense 
or extra effort but certain things 
must be done at just the right time. 
We have discovered a plan that will 
weaken these germs. The negative 
herd is easily ruined. There are other 
germs. A positive reaction does not 
mean that this cow ever did lose a 
calf or that she ever will. Many herds 
will show a large percentage of re- 
actors that have had no abortion for 
years. Our Abortion Plan should be 
used with every herd. Some neigh- 
bors do not realize the seriousness of 
this disease or how easily it is spread. 
We believe this is the only practical 
way of controlling abortion. We 
appreciate the support of our ten 
thousand students. One fourth of the 
large advertisers in the Cattle Breed 
Paners are practicing the Graham 
methods successfrily. Buyers have 
confidence in clean herds that can 
show a healthy calf annually from 
each cow. 

Ninety per cent of our students 
come from talking to our former stu- 
dents. Each year the new students 
increase in numbers. Suppose our 
former students had failed to get 
satisfactory results. then what about 
the attendance? These men get re- 
sults year after year and they can use 
it for life. After a herd is cleaned up 
it requires very little effort to pro- 
duce a calf annually from each cow. 
Suppose that we advocated a plan 
that would destroy half of the best 
cows and a few months later 25 per 
cent more of the cows would be des- 
troyed. Later it would be deemed 
necessary to take out more cows. 
Would the owner of this herd be well 
pleased? 


Our plan has been proven year after 
year in thousands of herds with good re- 
sults. It would seem to us that the 
owner of a herd would at least investi- 
gate this proposition. Only our students 


know anything about it and only these 
men should be consulted. So many things 
have been tried unsuccessfully that the 
average man is skeptical but when a 
breeder can talk to hundreds of breeders 
that have proven this plan for many 
years he should be convinced. This is 
not a luxury but a necessity. Our stud- 
ents do not fear abortion as they know 
what to do at the right time. We are 
appealing to every intelligent breeder to 
go and see our students and see their 
cattle. Thoroughly investigate this sub- 
ject. Every one of these men will recom- 
mend the school. Telephone our nearest 
students, anyone or all of them. 


At the school we hang cows up with 
their sides open for demonstration pur- 
poses only. Here the students see and 
feel with their naked hands and are 
taught just how to do the work. We 


have the necessary equipment for teach- 
ing these men. 


It is worth much to be able to remove 
the afterbirth without the cow losing the 
flow of milk and having the cow in a 
condition: to breed at the proper time 
without any discharge. Most breeders 
would like to know whether a cow is with 
calf or not. A cow might have a false 
heat period and not come in heat again 
for a year or more. Many cows and 
calves are lost at calving time that could 
be easily saved. Some breeders would 
like to have their cows freshen or deliver 
calves at a certain time. Other breeders 
do not care to feed their cows three 
extra months for nothing. Our students 
do know the exact conditions of every 
cow and heifer in the breeding herd. If 
the student is not satisfied the carfare 
and tuition will be refunded. The sooner 
a student attends the longer he can use 
it. This is the best insurance that any 
breeder can have. If there are still those 
who doubt our ability to do all we claim 
such individual should by all means visit 
other students. If other average breed- 
ers can do this work that party should 
also be able to do it. This school is for 
breeders and herdsmen only.

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The Godfrey Herd in Wisconsin 


Shortly before the Madison Sale in 
June 1932, 1 become acquainted with 
Mr. A. L. Godfrey, Elkhorn, Wiscon- 
sin, attorney, who was then making 
a search for the right bull to head his 
herd. This search ended in that sale 
when he purchased of Baltz Hoesly, 
Monticello, Wis., the four-year-old 
bull, Carnation Inka Prince. A son of 
Sir Inka May from a 42-lb. great 
breeding daughter of King of the Pon- 
tiacs, he was selected primarily be- 
cause of the wonderful promise of 
his daughters in the Hoesly herd. 
Developments since that date have 
amply justified this confidence. We 
referred to this briefly in a story pub- 
lished in our issue of September 21 
last, but as a number of rather serious 
typographical errors crept into that 
report, we will repeat the information 
here. 

The Baltz Hoesly herd is one of the 
outstanding small herds of the breed. 
This has been demonstrated by his 
ranking on the Honor List—third in 
1934; sixth in 1933; seventh in 1931, 
etc., in competition with the largest 
and best of the breed. Individually, it 
is right in a class with its rating for 
production—and the present herd is 
made up almost entirely of the daugh- 
ters of Carnation Inka Prince, their 
records largely accounting for the 
wonderful Honor List showing in 
1934. Carnation Inka Prince himself 
ranked third among Honor List Sires 
for 1934. The pasture snapshot appear- 
ing with this story will emphasize this 
report more strongly than reams of 
writing. Baltz Hoesly runs his whole 
herd on A. R. test in Class C—two 
milkings a day. There is no more se- 
lection of records than there would be 
in the Herd Test. The first thirteen 
daughters of Carnation Inka Prince, 
adjusted to a mature Class B equiva- 
lent, average 859 lbs. fat, 24,340 Ibs. 
milk, 3.53% fat. The dams of all thir- 
teen have been tested under Mr. 
Hoesly’s program, and their records, 
similarly adjusted to mature Class B, 
average 20,640 lbs. milk, 745 lbs. fat, 
3.61% fat, giving Carnation Inka 
Prince the phenomenal Mt. Hope 
Index of 28,040 lbs. milk, 3.45% fat, 
967.4 lbs. fat, one of the highest of 
any sire of the breed living or dead. 
His first daughter to finish a record 
in Class A made 883 lbs. fat at four 
years of age. Mr. Godfrey found a 
real solution for his herd sire prob- 
lem in the purchase of this bull. 
When I was at the Godfrey Farm last 
summer, I saw Old Prince, himself, 
still active and sound, with about

twenty-five of his young 
and more on the way. If they begin 
to approximate the work of those 
older ones at Baltz Hoesley’s, what 
a future for this herd. 


The Godfrey Farm is owned by a 
family corporation, but it is under the 
direct supervision of Mr. A. L. God- 
frey. They put in some pure bred 
Holsteins something over eight years 
ago, being interested at the outset in 
the ‘disease benefits” of pure breds. 
They were fortunate, however, in se- 
curing some really good foundation 
material, and it was not long before 
a real desire to breed good cattle was 
born. First herd sire was King 
Ormsby Korndyke Sadie Vale, a 
Robens-bred son of King Ormsby 
Ideal. His efforts in the herd were 
largely dissipated through the loss of 
fifteen of his daughters through the 


daughters 


T. B. test—though tragically all 
proved to be no-lesion cases after 
slaughter. However, seven of them 


have made A. R. records, five of them 
in heifer form, every one above 600 
Ibs. fat, the seven averaging 672.2 lbs. 
fat, 20,909.9 lbs. milk at an average 
age of 4 years, 3 months. Highest 
milk record in the group is 30,572.9 
lbs. This sire would have made some 
worthwhile history also, and Mr. God- 
frey was fortunate indeed in getting 
off on the right foot with such a pre- 
potent sire of production. His daugh- 
ters still in the herd show plainly 
their King Ormsby Ideal inheritance 
in udders and general quality. 


To follow this son of King Ormsby 
Ideal Mr. Godfrey selected the bull, 
Oldenburg Ormsby Pride, who was by 
Duke Ormsby Aaggie Canary, com- 
bining the old Grahamholm lines with 
Sir Pietertje Ormsby Merecedes and 
Sir Johanna Canary De Kol. Dam of 
the Pride bull was Bess Olathe 
Ormsby, a 30-lb. daughter of Sir Pie- 
tertje Ormsby Mercedes 37th, full sis- 
ter to his 1,000-lb. fat Olathe daugh- 
ter. This bull developed into a com- 
manding individual, weighing close 
to 3,000 lbs., and he was a consistent 
winner at local shows. Ten of his 
daughters are still in the herd, in- 
cluding a heifer that won first at Wis- 
consin State Fair in 1934.

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The Ferndale Cow Testing Associa- 
tion in Humboldt County, California, 
is celebrating the completion of 25 
years of testing. The claim that this 
is the oldest cow testing association 
in the United States in point of con- 
tinuous operation has been confirmed 
by the Bureau of Dairy Industry. The 
Ferndale association was started in 
March, 1909 and testing has been in 
constant operation over since. Fol- 
lowing the Ferndale association, cow 
testing work was started in Stanislaus 
and Tulare counties, and with the 
establishment of the Agricultural Ex- 
tension Service at the University of 
California, the work progressed stead- 
ily, although not rapidly until about 
1921 when a dairy improvement pro- 
gram was developed in which cow 
testing was used as the basis for all 
dairy improvement practices. The 
growth of C. T.. A. work in California 
was very rapid from that point for the 
next several years until now Califor- 
nia has more cows under C. T. A. test 
than any other state in the Union.

Mr. Older 
writes that she freshened for this rec- 
ord on Feb. 18, 1934 without having 
been dry a day before calving, and 
dropped her twins on February 14, 
1935. The accompanying picture shows 
her the morning the twins arrived, 
when she was well past 14 years old. 


The twins, bull and heifer, were big 
strong calves, according to Mr. Older, 
and were sired by a son of General 
Posch owned by H. E. Longworth & 
Son of Woodstock. Besides the twins, 
she has had ten other calves of which 
six daughters and two sons were still 
living at the time Mr. Older wrote us 
last summer. Laidlow Bros. of Ayle- 
mer, Ont., famous as the breeders of 
“White Susie”, her full sister, “Black 
Susie’ and many other famous ani- 
mals, are using a son of this sire that 
was a prize winner at London in 1933. 
One of her daughters, Posch Echo 
Finderne, sired by Soo Canary Fin- 
derne, is a Gold Medal cow with a 
record of 737 lbs. fat from 23,179 lbs.

CANADIAN BUTTER GRADES 
HIGH 

Ottawa, Canada.—Canadian butter 
is maintaining its high standard of 
quality, according to a report issued 
by the Dairy and Cold Storage 
Branch of the Department of Agri- 
culture. Out of 1,174,390 boxes of 
pasteurized butter graded during the 
period from December 3, 1934 to 
August 31, 1935, 999,342 boxes, or 
85.09 per cent, were awarded first 
grade. This compares’ favorably 
with the grading of 1,154,472 boxes 
during the period from December 4, 
1933 to September 1, 1934, when 
986,091 boxes, or 85.42 per cent, 
were awarded first grade. 


The fact that Canadians. are 
among the largest butter users in 
the world is no doubt due, at least 
in part, to the quality of Canadian 
butter. This high quality is pro- 
tected and assured by regulations 
which provide for the grading of 


butter for domestic consumption and 
the placing of the grade of butter on 
wrapper and on the carton. The grades 
of creamery butter as provided by the 


regulations are first grade, second 
grade, and no grade. The regula- 
tions prohibit the making of false, 
misleading’ or exaggerated claims 
with respect to the quality of the 
butter or any other dairy product 
whether such claims are made by 
advertisement or on the _ package.

ANNUAL MEETING 

The Annual Meeting of the Nova 
Scotia Branch, Holstein-Friesian 
Association of Canada, was held Nov. 
12 at Amherst, N. S., with Vice Presi- 
dent Scott Trenholm presiding in the 
absence of Charles Munn. The report 
of Secretary Ernest L. Eaton showed 
receipts for the year of $490.18 and 
expenditures of $462.99.
